At the World Labor Con- 


gress in Paris. 


Wanted. 


Paris, August 30.—Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, was the dramatic center of 
the first day's session of the sixth In- 
ternational Trade Union Congress, 
when severaé] European delegates “Bit- 
terly denounced what they claimed to 
be the equivocal attitude of the Ameri- 
ean federation with reference to join- 
ing the international movement. 

Mr. Gompers needed all his old-time 
energy to repel the attack. He insist- 


ed that the* problems and policies of | 


American trades unionism were so in- 
termingled with American traditions 
and ideas that Americans could iil 
spare the time to encounter the. in- 


fluence of European leaders where the. 


trades unionism tendencies were tem- 
peramentally different. 

Nevertheless, ag an evidence that the 
United States was anxious for inter- 
national cooperation, Mr. mpers in- 
troduced a proposal favoring world- 
wide organization, which would ‘“‘de- 
fend the rights and interests of all and 
create international fraternity and 
solidarity.” 

How the Clash Came. 

The clash came over the question of 
the exact status of Mr. Gompers’ and 
the American Federation of Labor in 
the conference. 

“Personally.” he continued, “ I have 
no authority to pledge the affiliation 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
but I believe it will come in time.” 

Mr. Gompers’ statement was received 
coldly. Several delegates jumped to 
their feet to protest. Hueber, an Aus. 
trian delegate, vehemently character- 
ized Mr. Gompers’ explanation as mock- 
ery. He, like the others, had been 
under the impression that the Ameri- 
cans meant business in that Mr. Gom- 
pers was the official delegate from 
that country. Otherwise he could not 
understand how the American resolu- 
tions happened to be printed in the of- 
ficial program. 

“We thank you for your opinions,”’ 
he said pointedly, “but we do not need 
them. Your policies may not permit 
you to come to us, but one day, 
American workmen, you willl realize 
that your policies are erroneous and 


you will see the necessity of joining}. 


the international confederation.” 
Gompers Stung by Rebuke. 

Mr. Gompers, stinging under the re- 
buke. but unflinching, arose to reply. 
“I regret,” he exclaimed, “that you 
have misconstrued my remarks as an 
attack upon European trades unionism. 
I repeat, we are sincerely desirous of 
international federation, but only so 
far as it preserves the American con- 
ception of unionism. If Europe does 
not want us it will be unfortunate. 
Nevertheless, we will continue to do 
everything possible to attain the goal 
for which the human race is struggling 
—the international fraternity and 
unity.” 

Hueber arose and retorted that it 
Was now seven years since the Ameri- 
cans began talking about joining the 
international confederation and it was 
about time a decision was reached. “It 
now appears,’ he concluded, “that Mr. 
Gompers is merely on a voyage of 
discovery.’ 

M. Legien, the 
retary, ended the controversy with 
the statement that Mr. Gompers was 
only a guest, but he hoped that official 
was convinced that the moment had 
arrived for the American Federation 
of Labor to join forces with their 
European brethren. 

Comment of French Press. 

Paf#is, August 3!-—-The newspapers 
devote much space to the international 
congress and the significance of the 
presence of Mr. Gompers. The Journal 
Des Debates points owt that the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
French general federation of labor, 
which did not join in the last two 
conferences. represent Opposing con- 
ceptions of trades unionism. Mr. 
Gompers, representing the American 
sentiment, is wytterly opposed to the 
building up of unionism on a founda- 
tion of socialism, politics or open 
revolution: instead, his work lies in 
the direction of developing the real in- 
terests of the workmen and solving the 
problems of labor and capital,

Canton, Ga., August 30—After a 
24-hour hunt J. B. Kellogg, the negro 
wanted for the murder of J. E. Land- 
ers in a near beer saloon here late 
Saturday night, was captured early 
today near Woodstock. Sheriff Wil- 
lingham had offered a reward of $100 
for the arrest of the negro. Kellogg 
was brought here and placed in jail 
along with ten or twelve other ne- 
groes who were gambling with him at 
the time of the killing.

The second flight of the aeroplane of 
Ben Epps and Zump Huff was not as 
successful as the first. Saturday 
morning the machine left «he groun1 
about one foot for a distance of fifty 
yards, but this morning the aeroplane 
failed to leave the ground. The al- 
tempts at flight this morning were wit- 
nessed by fully a thousand people. 
The failure of the machine to fly is 
attributed to the roughness of the 
ground and the poor start received. 

Instead of having a trackway pre- 
pared, along which the machine could 
glide to-~its start, the young mea 
chose to make the starf on the plain 
hillside, which had more or less un- 
evenness. 

The result was the machine got no 
start, and there was much lost mo- 
tion. The twisting of the machine 
over the uneven ground caused one of 
the wheels to spread, and the ma- 
chine was brought to @ sudden stop. 

The young men will have a track- 
way constructed. at once, and will en- 
large the propeller blades of the ma- 
chine They were not in the least 
daunted by their failure this morning, 
ang will try again ina few days. 

If they succeed in making a success- 
ful flight in this machine it will be a 
great achievement for them. They are 
not backed by any money, having con- 
structed the machine out of their own 
wages. They bave had no advan- 
tage of techrical training*in colleges, 
and the entire machine hea been built 
hy their own hands. They e@re satis- 
fied that they will be able to make it 
fly successfully. While it did get. off 
the ground Saturday, they do not 
consider that a success at all, and 
will keep on trying to°.made a_ real 
flight. }

Victoria, RB. C, August. 30.—Earl 
Grey, governor general of Canada, who 
returned here today from Dawson and 
Skagway. had a narrow escape from 
death while lost in the woods of Jervis 
inlet last Saturday during a shooting 
expedition. He.was without compan- 
ions other than his dog. 

Earl Grev said he left bis ship at 
5:30 o'clock, and after penetrating 
some distance into the weods, lost his 
way and night came on. When he 
failed to return for dinner the steam- 
ship whistle was kept blowing con- 
stanly, fires were built on the beach 
and search parties were sent out. 

Meanwhile the governor general 
clambered over fallen trees, foucht his 
way through undergrowth and _ slid 
down rocks in the darkness, tearing 
Once he came 
to“wthe edge of a precipice, and while 
feeling hts way with an alpenstock it 
slipped from his hands and clattered 
down a considerable distance below. 

The governor general turned back, 
and failing in the darkness to find his 
way, finally sank down exhausted. 
Soon afterward he saw the reflection 
of a fire. It was an Indian encamp- 
ment. He fired his rifle, and the shot 
was heard by a searething party, which 
shouted. When his answering hello 
was heard the rescuers hurried to him 
and toek him to the shore, where the 
waiting boat conveyed him to the 
steamer.

He de- 
clared that the 1,000 strike-breakers 
who were taken there two weeks ago 
had been fully warned of the strike 
before leaving New York city, and said 
they had been consistently well taken 
care of and had been free to quit 
whenever they chose. 

“As a mattér of fact.” he . added, 
“these peonage charges have been 
trumped up for the purpose of confus- 
ing the public as to the real question. 
Hoping to create a favorable public 
opinion, the dissatisfied employees 
have endeavored to give the impres- 
sion that the trouble at the works was 
over graft, the renting of houses and 
the so-called ‘piece pool system.’ 

Truth of the Matter. 


“The truth of the matter is that, 
according to the wording of the peti- 
tion presented by the so-called execu- 
tive committee of the employees on 
August 5, the demands were ‘for wage 
scale prir to April, 1907: also time and 
a half for overtime, and double time 
for Sundays: no employee to be dis- 
charged without the case has been in- 
vestizated and made public to the em- 
ployee. | 

“Promptly on the receipt of this pe- 
tition, General Manager Ryder, of the 
company. issued a statement that, ‘all 
emplovees are entitled to fair treat- 
ment. and will wet it.’ 

“An information bureau was opened 
to act on all complaints. Notices in 
nine languages were placed about the 
works. Several hundred complaints 
have been investigated since that time. 
The bulk of these complaints proved 
to be based on misunderstandings on 
the part of the men themselves. 

Men Seem Contented. 

“The men now in the works seem 
to be entirely contented. Their num- 
ber Is increasing every day, and they 
are turning out increasingly good 
work. So as to make sure that the 
food the men eat is good, different 
clerks take the same bill of fare as 
the men every day and thus keep check 
of its quality.”

Omitted, and an invitation from the 
happy host of royalty has reached Mrs. 
Keppel in due course. For years, hew- 
ever, there was One house from which 
Mrs. Keppel was _ barred, despite the 
Wishes of her royal friend. That was 
the house of the present -dowager 
duchess of Devonshire, who has very 
straight-laceq notions about what is 
proper even for monarchs. Since the 
death of the late duke, however, 
has ceased to be the mistress of Chats- 
worth, Hardwicke Hall and Bolton 
Abbey. The king has not yet honored 
the new duke and duchess with a visit, 
and society is agog to know whether 
the reigning duchess will continue the 
ban imposed by her predecessor. 

One of the many stories which the 
gossips tell of the vivacious and 
charming Mrs. George relates to the 
arrangements for King Edward’s coro- 
nation. The kKing’s daughters, so the 
story goes, visited Westminster Abbey 
a few days before the ceremony to in- 
spect the arrangements. They asked 
the official, who was showing them 
over the abbey, where they were to 
sit, and when their curiosity was satis- 
fied on this point, they inquired where 
Mrs. Keppel was to be placed. A seat 
in the royal inclosure was pointed out, 
and the princesses protested vigorous- 
ly. “That will never do,” they said. 
“We will not come at all. we have 
to sit beside Queen George.” 

Another interesting figure in the 
photo which is published herewith is 
Caesar, the king's favorite dog. 
Caesar is a wire-haired fox terrier, 
with a pedigree almost as long as his 
master’s.

ENGLAND MAY ABOLISH 
IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT 


London, August 30.—No doubt most 
Americans were under the impression 
that imprisonment for debt was a 
thing of the past in England, and, as 
a matter of fact, it’ is a good many 
years since anyone has been impris- 
oned, technically speaking, for that 
offense. Every year, however, many 
thousands of Englishmen, nearly all 
men of the working class, are com- 
mitted to prison for no other reason 
than that they owe mogey and cannot 
pay it. 

The matter reached the proportions 
of a scandal some years 480, and, as 
is always the case when things be- 
gin to irritate the conscience of John 
Bull, a select committee of. the house 
of commons was appointed to see 
what was wrong and what ought to 
be done to put it right. That com- 
mittee held a lot of sittings, heard 
some scores of witnesses, and took 
several reams of testimony, and now 
it has reported. if its recommenda- 
tions are carried out, 90 more hon- 
est debtors will go to prison in 


England. 

When imprisonment for debt was 
abolished contempt of court Was 
left, and it is for contempt of court 
that most of the poor debtors are sent 
to prison. When the creditor has ex- 
hausted persuasion and threats in the 
effort to collect his que, he summons 
the debtor before the county court. If 
all the debt summonses were heard by 
the judge he would be able to do 
nothing else, so the ordinary cases are 
heard before a minor official, known 
as the registrar. This functionary 
being satisfied that the debt is due, 
makes an order on the debtor to pay 
it, and, in most cases, when a poor 
man is before him allows him to pay 
it by installments, the amount of 
which he fixes. The debtor fails to 
pay the installments and he is taken 
before the judge and charged - with 
contempt in failing to obey the order 
of the registrar. Uniess the judge is 
satisfied that the maén has no means 
at all, he commits him to jail for a 
‘period varying from a few days to as 
many months. 

e select committee has recom- 
mended that this system be abolished, 
and that the power of commitment for 
contempt in connection with debts be 
‘wiped out, except in certain special

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régistrars with their cases. The com- 
mittee would abolish imprisonment al- 
together in such cases, and in its re- 
port, it declares that dealers of this 
class persuade poor péople to enter 
into contracts for the purchase of 
zocds which they cannot afford to buy, 
at exorbitant prices. The honest 
trader is also’ to be protected by the 
extension of the rule regarding undis- 
charged bankrupts to these smaller 
debtors. Under this rule a person 
against whom there is an unsatisfied 
judgment who obtains further credit 
without disclosing this fact shall be 
deemed guilty of fraud. 

Another salutary recommendation is 
that it shall be a rule that registrars 
and judges shall make no order for 
payment at all unless they are satis- 
fied tat the debtor is in receipt of an 
income leaving a margin over what 
is necessary for the support of him- 
self and those Sependent on him. This 
minimum subsistence level is to be de- 
termined by taking into account the 
Size of his family, and the cost of food 
and shelter in each district, and it is 
even recommended that definite levels 
should be fixed in each district and 
given the force of an order of the 
court in each case. It is suggested 
that thege schedules should be sent 
to the lord chancellor, and an effort 
made to fix a scale as nearly uniform 
as possible having due regard to the 
varying cost of living in different lo- 
calities. 

An interesting section of the report 
deals with the right or need of a 
workman to obtain credit. It is 
pointed out that to prohibit a work- 
man from Obtaining goods on credit 
is to assume that he has savings 
which make his getting credit unnéc- 
sary, an assumption which is contrary 
to the fact in @ vast number of cases. 
When a workman is out of work,’ or 
an short time, and has no savings, he 
must obtain credit, or be thrown with 
his family on the rates. If, on the 
other hand, he does obtain credit, and 
on return to full work fails to pay his 
gebt by reasonable installments, the 
committee corider that he ghould be 
sompelled to do so. 

A landlora, it is further pointed out, 
can rarely insist on payment of rent 
in advance, and with large numbers of 
the working classes his remedy by 
distress is valueless. He cannot get 
tid of a teriant who falis to pay, with- 
ob in many’ cases, weeks of delay, 
and a limited credit is compulsorily 
given in the first place, and a contuma- 
cious tenant can force a considerable 
extension of such credit. 

Similarly, in the case of ilineas,. if 
the bread-winner,. falls ill he may be 
able. to pay the doctor for the first 
visit, but if the illness continues wages 
cease, and ‘there is no money doming 
in. But the doctor cannot’ refuse to 
continue his visits because he is not 
paid, and if he

WIMBLEDON TROPHY 
FOR MARINE CORPS 


Cup Is Won by Sergeant 
Victor Czegka. 


Lieut. Topham, of 16th Infan- 
try, Wins the Leech Cup. 
Field Day for the Regulars 
at Camp Perry. 


Camp Perry, Ohio, August 30.—Under 
perfect shooting conditions in fields of 
163 and 153, respectively, today, was 
fought out the National Rifle Associa- 
tion’s battles for its two most valued 
cups—the $500 Wimbledon, presented to 
the National Rifle <Agssoctation of 
America by the National Rifle Associa- 
tion of Great Britain, and the Leech 
cup. Service marksmen won both cups. 

Sergeant Victor H. Czegka, of the 
U. S. M. C., whose home is in Washing- 
ton, D. C., took the Wimbledon in 20 
shots at 1,000 yards with a 98, and 
Second Lieutenant Joseph S. Topham, 
of the Sixteenth U. S. Infantry, a 
native of Lawrence, Kans., who is 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth, shot 
up the camp in the Leech match with 
the score of 103 out of 105-——7 shots 
at 800, 900 and 1,000. 

Czegka's score is one point better 
than that by which Captain Casey, of 
Delaware, of Pennsylvania, broke the 
match record a year ago. Lieutenant 
Topham’'s 103 is one short of Casey’s 
world’s record a year ago. Casey was 
in the race today, but failed to land 
in the money. 

It was a good deal of a field day for 
the regulars, who took both cups, and 
in the Wimbledon landed !6 represen- 
tatives in the 20 Wimbledon leaders. 

The long range individual Tyro 
match was won by Lieutenant C. L. 
Test, of the Fourth Texas, who per- 
formed the feat of scoring a possible 
50 at 1,000 yards. 

The most spectacular feature of the 
tournament was the Evans skirmish 
match, which will be concluded to- 
inorrow. Teams of 16 pairs shoot at 
one another's targets. The targets dis- 
appear when they are hit as men drop 
by the way down the skirmish fleld 
when they are killed—that is, when 
their targets are hit. The team which 
first “kills” all its opponents’ targets 
wins.

Burlington System to Open an 
Air, Line Through Nashville 


Southeast. 


Nashville, Tenn., August ,30.—The 
Burlington system is going to estab- 
lish an air line through Nashville, con- 
necting the grain fields of the north- 
west with the Atlantic coast, and af- 
farding Nashville shippers 28,000 more 
miles of railway and giving Nashville 
two big trunk lines. 

In this the Tennessee Central will 
play a conspicuous ‘part, as it will be 
the connecting link between the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, at Pa- 
ducah, and the Seaboard Air Line at 
Rutherfordton, N. C., and it means 
that the Burlington system will ac- 
quire the -Tennessee Central, or that 
it will be operated as the connecting 
link between the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincv (the Burlington system) 
and the Seaboard Air Line. 

This also means that the big rail- 
road men have their eyes on the south- 
east and intend to develop its resources 
by giving an air line from St. Louis, 
Chicago and the northwest through 
Nashville, Knoxville, connecting with 
the Knoxville, Sevierville and Eastern, 
and thence to Rutherfordton and the 
Seaboard Air Line direct to Wilming- 
ton. 

To effect this the Tennessee Central 
will build from Hopkinsville to Pa- 
ducah, a distance of 70 miles, where 
the road will connect with the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy (the Bur- 
lington system) at Metropolis, Iil., 
which is just across the river from 
Paducah. The Burlington system is 
already bwilding its line from Herrin, 
Iil., to Metropolis, a distance of 40 
two lines are com- 
pleted a big bridge will take the place 
of the ferry. 

This will give the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy a direct line from St. 
Louis, Chicago and the northwest into 
Nashville via the Tennessee Central 
from Paducah. The Tennessee Central 
will afford an outlet to the coast 
through Harriman, thence over a new 
line to Hhmeoaviile, & distarce of 53 
miles, and from Knoxville to Sevier- 
ville over the Knoxville, Sevierville 
and Eastern to Sevierville, 30 miles, 
where it will connect with the Sea- 
board Air Line at Rutherfordton and 
thence to Wilmington, making an air 
line from the northwest to the coast 
through Nashville.

But No Serious Damage’ 
Has Been Reported: 


So Far as Known No Damage 
Has Been Done to the Pan- 
ama Canal --- The People of 
the Isthmus Are Greatly 
Alarmed. 


Panama, August 30.—A strong earth- 
quake was experienced here shortly 
after 8 o’clock this morning. The peo- 
Ple were greatly alarmed, but no seri- 
ous damage has been reported, and no 
one was injured. 

The administration buildings of the 
government and canal commission here 
and at Ancon were 80 severely shaken 
that the clerks left their desks hur- 
riedly for the street. They goon re- 
turned, however, when it wags seen that 
no damage had been done, and that 
the first shock was not followed by a 
second. 

The quake was felt also at Agua- 
dulce, in Colon province, and at Pacola, 
in the province of Panama, points more 
than one hundred miles apart.

Special inquiries were made in 
this direction and a report from the 
anal commission is expected.

Director Durand Is Aided 


by Experts. : 


The Agriculture, Manufactur- 


ing and Population Schedules |

Ones 


Are Principal 
Consideration. 


Washington, August 30.—Director ofr 
the Census Durand, aided by a score 
or more of experts in economics, agri- 
culture, manufactures and statistics, is 
now at work upon one of the most im- 
portant questions in connection with 
the next census—that of formulating 
schedules to be used by ‘enumerators 
in entering the information they secure 
next April. 

Mr. Durand and the corps of experts 
are working out the form of these 
schedules ‘and determining the sub- 
division of inquiries, to be asked in 
gathering the information ordered by 
congress. The agriculture, manufac- 
turing and population schedules are 
the principal ones under current dis- 
cussion 

The experts aiding the director in 
this great task were appointed special 
agents to serve until the formulation 
of the schedules is complete. In the 
preparation of the agricultural sched- 
ule, four of the experts are acting as 
conferees. They are J. L. Coulter, in- 
structor in agricultural economics, 
Universi of Minnesota; H. C. Taylor, 
professor of farm management and 
farm crops, Commell university, and 

Thomas N. Carver, professor of eco- 
nomics, Harvard university. 

On the manufacturers’ schedule the 
attention of the following experts is 
being directed: 

Spurgeon Bell, formerly associate 
editor of The Economist, of Chicago; 
Arthur J. Boynton, associate professor 
of economics, University of Kansas: 
Cc. W. Doten, associate professor of 
economics in the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology; E. D. Howard, as- 
sistant professor of economics, North- 
western university; Emil P, Secker, 
expert professor of finance at Dart- 
mouth college; Horace Secrist, instruc- 
tor of economics in the University of 
Wisconsin; A. H, Willet, professor of 
economics in the Carnegie Technical 
school, and Alvin S. Johnson, a statis- 
tician of Chicago. 

The population schedule is in cnarge 
of Professor W. B. Bailey, of Spring- 
field, Mass. Professor Bailey is an in- 
structor in political economy in Yale 
university. A large number of special 
agents have been appointed in other 
divisions, the appointees having been 
named by the director because of spe- 
cial fitness along particular lines.

Albany, N. Y.. August .30.—*Direct 
iominations as we have seen it is the 
greatest gold brick that was ever 
handed to a confiding people,”’ was the 
declaration here today of Assembly- 
man Robert J, Conklin, of New York 
city, a member of the special commit- 
tee appointed by the last legislature 
to investigate the question of direct 
primaries and report to the legislature 
of 1910. . 

Mr. Conklin said the committee has 
completed its investigation in other 
states which have direct primary laws. 

Assemblyman Conklin voted for a di- 
rect nominations bill in 1907 and 1908, 
but voted against the Hinman-Green 
bill this year. He says hereafter he 
will oppose direct nominations. 

“The people of New York state,” he 
said, “have no idea of the political 
anarchy that exists in the middle west- 
ern states. 

Direct nominations has driven par- 
ties entirely out of existence in many 
communities. Everywhere direct nom- 
inations exist there is no longer a re- 
publican party and a democratic party. 
There are several factions, the most 
prominent of which are the stalwarts 
and the half-breeds. 

“In every community we have visit- 
ed, there has been one opinion express- 
ed by the decent, sober, intelligent cit- 
izen, the conservative professional 
men—and that has been of disgust and 
loathing for the political anarchy in 
which they have been plunged. Time 
and again we met with the expression 
from the biggest men in Me cities we 
visited: ‘For God's sa do not in- 
flict this iniquity on the ate of

The construction of the law which eliminates those engaged in the 
mercantile business appears quite reasonable. 

It has been suggested, too, that strict construction of this section would 
likewise eliminate those engaged in farming, particularly where they may 
seek to protect their own interests by holding up the prices of their products. 

Though no instance has arisen calling for official interpretation of the 
law on this point, it is easily conceivable how it would operate to exclude 
from membership on the commission one who, for example, belongs to the 
Farmers’ Union, an organization which has for one of its leading objects 
the protection. of the producer in state and national murkets. 

Eliminating the merchant and the farmer, the .clusses from which the 
commission must be recruited, then, are such as lawyers, politicians and 
others who do not produce or deal in any of the articles named and who 
are not in position to do anything which would have 
the cost of any such articles to the consumer.

As 
it was, the afternoon pcriod on Sat- 
urday, and the Sunday interval, saw 
@ steady growth of confidente that 
the danger of Mr. Harriman’s condi- 
tion had been éxaggerated., The 
frankness of friends and members of 
the family of the financier, in -con- 
trast. with the mystery which had been 
wrap ied about the subject since the 
return from Europe ang ‘he disap- 
pearance from public view, took the 
@round from under the feet of the 
alarmists and rumor mongers. The 
consequence to the over-extended short 
interest was: rather serious, as the 
first prices quoted at the stock  ex- 
change this morning’ showed an in- 
stantaneous cancellation of a great 
part of the heavy losses suffered in 
the sharp decline of Saturday. The 
shorts themseélves contributed to this 
showing by their scranmyble to secure 
stocks, warned by the tenor of the 
news from Arden and the preliminary 
advances established in the London 
market before trading had been  re- 
sumed in New York. 
The Harriamn stocks were natural- 
ly most affected, but the buoyant tone 
was common to the. whole jist. Open- 
ing gains of 1 to over 3 points over 
the closing prices of Saturday were 
general throughout. It was asserted 
that many. of the orders executed at 
the opening were for small accounta 
of would-be investors, who had been 
watching for a sharp decline to come 
into the market. The sales of the first 
12,000 shares of Union Pacific were at 
200 to 200 7-8 Union Pacific was a 
dominant influence : on the market 
throughout the day. Its occasional ra- 
actions on profit-taking brought a 
pause in the general movement, and 
when its advance was renewed ag- 
gressively the whole list responded, 
although in lesser degree. Unign 
Pacific touched 202 3-4, ang closed 
only 1-8 below that. The. sustained 
strength of United States Steel com- 
pleted the reassurance of speculative 
sentiment. The large part played by 
that stock was a sustaining force in 
last week’s weak marketand left ap- 
prehension that there would be after- 
distribution to meet after stock ac- 
cumulated in the course of the sup- 
porting opérations. The fresh strength 
shown by steel, and its late advance 
to within a point of the top price of 
16écord, quieted this apprehension and 
left the advancing tendency without a 
single material obstacle. There was 
no new feature in the news to explain 
the recovery in prices aside from the 
changed view of E. H. Harriman's phy- 
sical condition. Rains in the corn belt 
over Sunday corrected one of the few 
unfavorable factors pointegq to last 
week. Some of the eastern railroad 
officials advance the suggestion that 
two weeks more of the rate of ex- 
pansion of the freight movement in 
the last fortnight will see a shortage 
of cars on.their lines. The seasona- 
Dle lightening of the money market, 
which continues, and the unstable 
ievel te which prices had advanced, 
are given their due iniluence in the 
reaction. With the covering of iarge 
lines of shorts the keenness of later 
demand abated considerably. The ap- 
pearance of Mr. Harriman’s dictated 
statement was coincident with a fina!
